shriveled Up—Mildew Also Had

Charles L. Adams, United 
States Consul at Cadis, Spain, has ad- 
dressed to the State Department a re- 
port on the sherry vintage of 1895. 
The quantity of new wine, says Adams, 
has fallen considerably short of last 
year’s, which was also below the aver- 
age. Early in the season the vineyards 
presented a healthy appearance, but 
during the summer the vines were se- 
‘verely punished by phylloxera and mil- 
dew, both of which Vineyard owners 
were powerless to check. ‘The vines 
from which sweet wine was made seem 
to have suffered most. 

In some districts the entire crop shriv 
eled up and fell from the vines, con- 


his siderably before maturity. The gather- 


ing and pressing of the crop generally 
was done during unfavorable weather, 
as it rained nearly all the time. 
Adams estimates the entire preduction 
of new wine at 3,484,000 gallons, an aver- 
age of 193 gallons per-acre. The aver- 
age annual production in previous 
years was one-third more. The quality 
of 1895 vintage is represented as being 
superior to that of several previous 
years. This fact, together with the 
shortness of the crop, has tended to 
boom prices so that a majority of the 
growers have profited “by this year's 
dutput.

„is the purchase of considerable quan- 
tities of young sherries for 
to France for distillation into brandy.”

‘Grows Amazingly. 


Henry Norman's Discoveries 
Among Legislators.

The Members ot the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Favor the 
Idea of a Permanent Court 
or Tribunal. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) . 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Henry Nor- 
man, the special commissioner of the 
London Daily Chronicle in Washing- 
ton, cables his paper today: The sen- 
timent for arbitration is a ball, which, 
once, set rolling among a civilized peo- 
ple, nnot be stopped. I take it for 
grantéd that in some manner arbitra- 
tion in the Venezuelan dispute is now 
certain.” 

Norman devotes the major part of 
the remainder of his dispatches to au- 
thorized interviews with members of 


the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, 

Senator Mills he did not see. To each 
member he put the question: “Would 
it, in your opinion, be well for the gov- 
ernment of the United States and 
Great Britain to endeavor to agree on 
the constitution of a permanent court 
or tribunal of arbitration, to which all 
questions at issue between the two 
governments not involving national 
autonomy or honor, should be submitted 
for decision when diplomatic negotia- 
oe fail?” The following are the re- 
plies: 

Senator Sherman. I am in favor of 
the principle of arbitration for all qués- 
tions that do not involve the autonomy 
of either of the two countries. I hope 
that the governments. will agree on 
such a mode of settlement for all con- 
troversies. 

Senator Frye. Two Christian nations 
so closely allied and speaking the same 
language, surely ought not to resort to 
arms for the settlement of any differ- 
ence involving anything less than their 
sacred national honor. 

Senator Davis. I should approve of 
a convention between the two countries 
to the effect that all controversies pot 
involving the honor of either or the 
established policy of either should be 
referred to a tribunal of arbitration 
to be constituted by the parties ‘as the 
controversy arises, so far as the per- 
sonnel of that tribunal is concerned. 

Senator Cameron. The principle of 
arbitration is both wise and humane 
and the adoption of it by the two great 
English-speaking nations of the world 
would have great influence upon other 
civilized nations. 

Senator Cullom. The time has come 
in the history of the world when great 
nations should settle all controversies 
between them by arbitration and not 
by war. 7 

Senator Lodge. I am, of course, in 
favor of settling the question by ar- 
bitration, and I believe equally that 
all questions which can be properly 
disposed of in that way should be ar- 
bitrated. 

Senator Morgan. I am in favor of the 
organization, by the consent of what I 
may call the Christian powers and all 
other powers that can be induced to 
enter into them, of a court or board of

Senator Gray referred Norman te his 
words, recently cabled by the latter, as 
covering the question, adding the as- 
surance of his entire sympathy. 

I think the consti- 
tion of a tribunal mutually appointed 
and agreed upon by the governments 
of the United States and Great Britain 
to which disputed questions between 
the two powers would be of great ser- 
vice, not only to the two nations inter- 
ested, but also to mankind. a 

Senator Daniel. I would regard it 
a great achievement and in harmony 
with the aspirations of the two people, 
their mutual interests and their closer 
friendship. 

On the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, Chairman Hitt said: “It 
would be the best work they could do 
for the two nations and for mankind.” 

My work here is done,” adds Nor- 
man. “I propose to leave Washington 
immediately. The Schumburg line is 
now abandoned. The English public, un- 
derstanding the American attitude, has 
changed its own attitude and nothing 
blocks the way to a prompt settlement 
not only of the Venezuelan, but of all 
other matters and they are numerous, 
now pending and creating internafional 
discord, and placing our relations upon 
an amicable footing for the future. My 
last words shall be, and they must 
surely express British no less than 
American sentiment, that the nation 
desiring arbitration is in a civilized at- 
titude, and that the nation refusing it 
in an uncivilized attitude.“ 

NO SATISFACTION. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—A letter from 
Caracas to the Times says it is evident 
that it is the present intention of 
President Crespo not to give any satis- 
faction for the Uruan incident and that 
he is determined to combine the Uruan 
and frontier-questions, regarding them 
as one dispute.

“ON TO THE FRONTIER.” 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A dispatch to 
the World from Caracas says that Eng- 
land’s manner of answering the United 
States in regard to the occurrences of 
the Guiana frontier has caused great 
excitement.

The present embarrassment of the 


States treasury has been 


brought about, principally, by reason 
of insufficient revenue. This is the 
simple truth of the matter, however 
strenuously it may be denied by per- 
sons who are interested in assigning 
other causes. The prime cause of the 
trouble being insufficient revenue, it 
follows logically that the first step of 
remedial legislation should be some 
measure or measures that will increase 
the revenues of the government by at 
least the amount of the last annual 
deficit. It is not safe to rely upon es- 
timates of increased revenue in the 
future, under existing laws. Such es- 
timates have been shown to be illusive 
and unreliable, to the extent of many 
millions of dollars. Mr. Carlisle, it 
will be remembered, very confidently 
predicted a surplus of $22,000,000 for 
the calendar year just ended; but in-

The 
prompt action of the House in passing 
the measure is therefore to be com- 
mended as both wise and patriotic. 
There is not much room to doubt that 
if this emergency tariff bill were 
enacted into law, especially if it were 
supplemented by the bond bill also 
passed by the House, the difficulties of 
the treasury would speedily disappear.

THE PUBLIC DOMAIN.

visable, The object of this board would 
be to hasten, the settlement of land 
titles and to leave both the secretary 
and the commissioner of the General 
Land Office freer for the performance 
of their varied administrative duties.

Col. Schreiber, as clerk, figured in all

DISPOSITION OF GARBAGE. 


Suggestions from the Health Officer 
on the Subject. 

Health Officer Steddom has ideas on 
the collection of garbage in Los An- 
geles. He has embodied them in a 
short document which was yesterday 
submitted to the Sewer Committee of 
the Council. The ideas follow: 

GARBAGE. 

Recommended, that the city build its 
own crematory or crematories, on land 
owned or to be bought by the city for 
that purpose. 

Recommended, that the city collect 
all garbage, ashes and refuse in water- 
tight wagons or vehicles such as will 
meet with the approval of the Board 
of Health. 

Recommended, that all garbage, 
ashes and refuse shall be collected in 
district No. 1 once every twenty-four 
hours, and in all other portions of the 
city at least three times per week. No 
garbage, ashes or refuse shall at any 
time be placed upon the sidewalk. 

Recommended, that a sanitary or 
house tax of $3 per year be levied 
against each house, hotel, restaurant, 
etc., to pay a proportionate amount, as 
shall hereafter be agreed upon. 

Recommended, that the matter of the 
collection of garbage be placed under 
the control of the Health Department. 

The paper was discussed by the 
committeemen without action on the 
recommendations being en. The 
question will be further considered to- 
day by the committee. 

The recommendation was made to 
the Council that the bid‘ of P. M. 
Darcy to sewer Main and other streets 
at $1.12% a dineal foot be accepted.

Another Day of the Damage Case 
Against Bradbury. 

The damage suit of Col. Ostiano 
“Tommy,” 
against Lieut.-Col. John Bradbury, A.D. 
C. to Gov. Budd, for a moderate slic 
of the Bradbury estate, was resumed 
yesterday morning in Department Five 
of the Superior Court. It is needless 
to say that a litigation between two 
such prominent citizens had drawn an 
audience commensurate with the spicy 
details which were expected to develop, 
and that standing room only was to 
be obtained after the bailiff had opened 
the court. | 

Not the least interested spectators— 
who had ensonced themselves in the 
seats reserved for the hoi polloi—was:-a 
bevy of elegantly-dressed ladies, of 
which Mrs. J. Bradbury was the star 
attraction. They listened to the words 
of the witnesses with the same atten- 
tion that they would have. given to 
the pastor in a fashionable church. 
The defendant himself sat within the 
bar beside his counsel. Col. Lamme, 
and Col. Ocampo sat beside the irre- 
pressible Col. Brooks, who managed 
with that regularity for which he is 
becoming celebrated to earn a fine of 
$5 in the afternoon, for interrupting the 
court at so many different occasions 
that patience ceased to be a virtue 
with Judge Shaw.

In the cross-examina- 
tion Col. Brooks was called down for 
his absurd questions, but failed to 
shake the witness’s testimony. 

A Ventura farmer by the name of 
Reese testified to the unsafety of that 
part of the road where the accident 
happened, and said that it had been in 
the same condition for two years. 
Many people had gone ‘over at the 
same spot.

As owners 
of the Rancho dei Norte and other large 
holdings they controlled the largest 
sheep range in Southern California. At 
one time they owned fully 76,000 sheep 
and were the heaviest wool shippers in 
the southern tier of so-called sheep 
counties. During the season just closed 
the Schiappa Pietra ranch cultivated 
more beans than any other individual 
planting in the county. The estate is 
valued at upward of $1,000,000. In 1896 
the taxes, as of record, amounted to 
$4817.77. 

J. J. Boyce of the firm of Taggart & 
Boyce, who are known as the attorneys 
of the heirs resident in Santa Barbara 
county, arrived in this city today and 
began a search of the records, etc. 
He would make no statement for publi- 
cation, but intimated that there would 
be a contest made. 

Much interest has developed as to 
the exact character of the will, to sat- 
isfy. which the representative of The 
Times secured an exact copy, which is 
herewith appended. It is written on a 
half-sheet of legal cap paper unnum- 
bered, and furnishes no indication of 
when it was drawn. But as it is under- 
stood among his friends here that he 
had not left San Francisco for Ital 
it is presumed that Antonio wrote it 
in the Bay City prior to his departure. 
The will in full reads as follows: 


“I, Antonio Schiappa Pietra, do de- 


clare this to be my last will, hereby re- 
voking all other wills at any time here- 
tofore by me made. a 

„J devise and bequeath all my estate 
wheresoever situated unto my brother, 
Leopoldo Schiappa Pietra, and appoint 
him executor hereof, without bonds, 
and WILL full power to sell any or all 
of my estate at public or PRIVIT sale, 
with or without notice, and without 


previous application to any court for 


authority so to do. - 

“Witness my hand this SEVENTEN 
day of July, 1894. 

“ANTONIO SCHIAPPA PIETRA.”
